In two vears of feotball Sacramento State College has 
won With more than half of the basketball 
season completed the Hornets have only beaten one college 
team. The Green and Cold track squad has won only one 
meet in several years of competition. Why? 

The words of Dr. H. J. MeCormick, SSC athletic head 
sum up the situation: “In foothall you can't put boys 
weighing 170 to 180 pounds up against boys at 220 pounds 
and expect to get any place. In basketball you can't put 
boys of average size against tall ones and do much.” 

McCormick is right. Good athletes do come to Sacra- 
mento. But unfortunately many leave, too. A good athlete 
is in demand, just like any good thing. The sad truth is 
that though good athletes have much to offer SSC, Sacra- 
mento has little to offer them. 

When a top athlete chooses a school, what does he look 
for? He wants student support, students who are proud 
of their-teams. He wants a faculty that is interested in 
all student activities, including sports. He wants to go toa 
college where he will receive recognition for what he does, 
where the caliber of the opposition is respected. 

An athlete is particularly interested in how the com- 
munity feels toward the college and towards it’s teams. 
He wants to go to a college which has successful teams. 
And if he has to work to pay part of his way he wants the 
assurance of a good job. 

All of these things a prospective student-athlete de- 
sires are reasonable enough. Furthermore, they are in line 
with regulatjons. f 

Conference regulations allow giving football plavers 
room and board during the period between the beginning of 
football practice and the first day of registration. Dr. Mc- 
Cormick, in what apparently was a statement of official 
policy, stated, “We would be in favor of pre-season training 
tables as permitted by the Far Western Conference if the 
tunds were available.” But the sad fact is that such funds 
are not presently available. 

At present the Student Association evidently does not 
have the resources to finance such a project. The oni; 
alternative is community support. This could be provided 
by a booster-type organization, similar to Cal Aggies’ 
Booster Club or Humboldt State’s Lumberjack Coaches, 
Inc. That is. it could be, if such an organization existed at 
Sacramento State, as it does at other state colleges. 

Several Sacramento coaches, including the department 
head, say they are grateful for community support, which 
is steadily improving. This is encouraging, since this helps 
the college help students who are good athletes to come to 
Sacramento State. It also indicates a growing interest in 
the college by the community groups. 

However, in order to compete on an equal basis with 
other colleges and carry Sacramento’s name into other 
localities proudly and with greater success, further oustide 
aid is needed, aid that is organized and dependable.

Progress is a keynote of collegiate institutions, but this 
week the nation watched as college students at the Univers- 
ity of Alabama rioted over the entrance of the college’s first 
Negro student. 

Autherine Lucy, first Negro student to enroll at the 
vniversity, was barred from classes this week to prevent 
a new outbreak of violence while hundreds of students and 
others marched about the campus waving Confederate flags 
in a new demonstration . 

Roy Wilkins, executive secretary of National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Colored People, said that this 
development, the first of its kind on any southern campus, 
disgraces the university, the state and the nation. 

This incident reflects on every college student in the 
United States and makes it more important than ever that 
American students show their maturity and tolerance. 

In a recent Sacramento talk, Eleanor Roosevelt, former 
first lady, reported that incidents of intolerance in the 
United States sodn reach foreign ears and give other na- 
tions a very low opinion of the U. S.

Dr. Lyman A. Glenny, associ- 
ate professor of government, was 
granted a leave of absence from 
Sacramento State College to con- 
duct a Carnegie Corporation 
study of the funetions of colleges 
and universities im the United 
States. 

The study is intended to sur- 
vey the division of responsibilities 
between junior colleges, colleges, 
and universities throughout the 
US. The aim is to discover how 
wpe various states control dupli- 
cation and overlapping in courses 
of study.
